They're dainty in 
colour, and delicious in flavour. 

Remember there is a trick for 
keeping the serving plate clean 
when decorating, - Before frosting 
arrange four strips of waxed paper 
so they cover the edges of the 
plate (not the centre). After de- 
corating pull the .paper out and 
the plate is Jeft clean. 


TREATMENT OF ALMONDS. 

When blanching almonds put 
the mts into, cold water and bring 
almost to boiling point. Pour 
away the water and run plenty of 
cold over them. Remove the skins 
and dry with a ica towel. To 
make them shine, brush with cgg 
white and gently dry in the oven. 

To “devil” almonds, fry blanch. 
ed nuts in hot oil until golden 
brown, and drain on paper. 
Sprinkle well with salt—plain or 
garlic and cayenne pepper. They 
are delicious when served at the 
end of a meal.
